7. Installation 

7.1 Application shall be in accordance with U.L. 
fire test report and Manufacturer's recommenda- 
tions. 

7.2 All surfaces to which sprayed fireproofing will 
be applied shall be thoroughly cleaned of oil, grease, 
dirt, loose paint, mill scale or any other matter which 
would impair bond. 

7.3 All surfaces shall be pre-wetted with water, the 
fireproofing material shall then be sprayed to the 
required thicknesses. The material is then lightly 
sprayed with water. Adhesive, tamping, and sealer 
are only required in special applications. 

7.4 All clips, hangers, supports, sleeves are to be 
installed by others prior to application of the fire- 
proofing material. 

7.5 All ducts, piping, conduit, etc. shall be installed 
after the application of the sprayed fireproofing. 

7.6 All patching required by other trades work shall 
be done by this contractor and paid for by the con-, 
tractor responsjble. 

7.7 The contractor shall fully cooperate in the co- 
ordination and scheduling of the job. 

8. Temperature Requirements \ . ■ - 

The ambient air temperature and the temperature 
of the substrate shall not be less than 40°F' during 
application and for 24 hours after. 

9. Clean-up 

After completion of each day's work, the contractor 
shall sweep clean the working area, placing the 
waste material in suitable bags or containers for 
removal by others.
